Tug Russo AMERICAN Company.—The 
Russian colonies ın the north west of Amsrica, 
according to adviceá from Bt, Pe ershurg, in 
the German papers; baviog acquired a high 
degree of prosperity in consequence of their 
excellent administration; they have become 
principally important for Russia, with refer. 
ence to furs and tea, because for several years 
it has become evident that the fur animals 
have begun to diminish in the north east of 
Siberia, through the incessant persecutions of 
which they are the object, or that they have 
retreated into the region of the north, almost 
inaccessible to man, and that on the other 
mde, Russia is no longer in a condition to pay 
for the tea which she annually receives from 
China, with the furs of Siberia, which are bo- 
coming more rare, a deficit which can only be 
made good by the colonies before mentioned. 
The commercial movement of the Russo-Amer- 
1can company, amounted, ín-1845, to rather 
more than three milions of silver. rubles — 
The commercial operations bore ptincipally 
upon furs end tea, The company imported 
into Kiachta, 30,000 fura, which, with some 
other articles in request there, were exchang- 
ed against 6,150 chesta of Chinese tea, the 
greater part of which was afterwards sold at 
Noshni-Novogorod, the chief market of Rua- 
sia. The commodities necessary to the inha- 
bitants of the colony were partly brought by 
Jand from Siberia, partly from Cornstadt, and 
from England, 1n the vessels of the Hudson a 
Cay Company, Down to 1845 the colonial 
company possessed a factory at Ochotsk, 
which was transferred in that year to Ajan, a 
more southerly point, and more favorably ait.

vent them. They know perfectly well that 
the Americans can never find men, money, or 
patience for the permanent occupation of any 
points they may seize, otherwise they would 
never display so much anxiety about the pea- 
ceable conveyance of the property. The ap- 
propriation of the Mexican customs may assist, 
but it &an never reimburse the American ex- 
cheques: ‘There will still be a growing belance 
against the Treasury, and a’ growing feeling 
against the war. Its novelty has already 
worn off; its injustice ie daily more notorious; 
its expenées are hourly more serious ; and its 
termination more invisible then ever.

of ithad been stolen by the Indians, bat hr 
succeeded in finding a fey leayes' which he 
made into eigars—protiounced by himself und 
other good judges equal to the best Havana, 
We are happy to leatn that our mlormant ir 
about to engage in the cultivation of this plant."
